‘Prior ‘to the month of 
July, the lest’ month in which there 
was a favorable trade balance for the 
United States was in February, when 
the’ differénce amounted to $8,877,000. 
In March ft shifted about to a balance 
of $56,812,000 of imports over exports. 
In ‘April ‘this balance was $38,780,000, 
and in’ May -$55,895,000, but by June the 
imports .and. exports nearly balanced, 
the difference amounting to but. $202,- 
000 in exports over imports.
